Report of the Superintendent 


4 
To the School Board of New Castle : 

I herewith submit to you my second annual report as 
superintendent of the New Castle public schools. 

During the past year, I believe, steady progress has been 
made inthe schools. You will notice by the statistics that 
the average membership is two more than last year and that the 
percentage of attendance has been ninety-six, one more than 
last year. This is a very high percentage and can be attrib- 
uted to the earnest efforts of the teachers as well as to the ab- 
sence during the year of any epidemic of children’s diseases. 
We also must remember that a large majority of the pupils 
live within a short distance of the school buildings. 

New Castle has been fortunate once more in retaining 
the services of Miss Trefethen and Mrs. Scott as teachers of 
the primary and intermediate schools, respectively. Both of 
these teachers know the community thoroughly, have the con- 
fidence of both parents and pupils, are well trained, and of 
long experience. 

Under these circumstances we can expect good results, 
and I believe we are securing such, 

Mrs. Ellen Hoitt Guptill resigned as teacher of the Junior 
High School in June. Miss Sara Masterman was secured to 
take up her work. While we were sorry to lose the services 
of Mrs. Guptill from the schools yet we can believe that the 
town has been the gainer, as she has by her marriage become 
permanently identified with New Castle. 

Miss Masterman is a graduate of a Normal School and 
is carrying along in good shape the work began by Mrs. 
Guptill. , 

During the summer a personal examination was made by 
the superintendent of all books, materials and equipment be- 
longing to the schools, and quite extensive additions were 
made to the supply of textbooks. This was done that each 
pupil might be supplied with a sufficient number of text books, 
modern and in usable condition. Weare still in need of addi- 
tional equipment for manual training and elementary science. 

A new and up-to-date system of reading was started in 
the first grade this year. Remarkably good results have been 
obtained, though the superior calibre of the first-grade pupils 
may account for part of this good work. 

An intelligence examination was given to Grades 5, 6, 7 
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and 8. We think this is decidedly worth while, as the better ' 
the pupils and their capabilities are known to the teachers and 
superintendent, the more intelligently we can plan for their 
training. 

If I can be permitted to make a suggestion to the School 
Board, I would ask that they adopt the custom of having reg- 
ular meetings with the superintendent at least once in three 
months. Opportunities like this for the exchange of ideas 
would be worth while. 

I desire to make again the recommendations which I made 
last year, that steps be taken at once to secure what I believe 
a majority of the people of New Castle desire, a modern 
building to be used for school and community purposes. Let 
us not deprive our children of a heritage that should be theirs, 
of attending school in a modern schoolhouse, well ventilated, 
well heated, sanitary, a pleasure to the eye and a pride to us 
all. 

I assure you that I desire to be of the greatest assistance 
possible to the people of New Castle in providing the best 
educational privileges which our means will allow.
